On November 1, 2005, Columbia Gas of Kentucky, Inc. (“Columbia”) filed its 

request seeking authority to allocate to its customers one-half of the funds remaining in 

the stranded costhecovery pool established for the initial pilot period of its Customer 

Choice Program and to retain the other half of the remaining funds. The application 

included Columbia’s calculation of a $0.1 126 per Mcf credit to be applied to customers’ 

bills for a 12-month period via its Gas Cost Adjustment (“GCA) mechanism in order to 

provide customers one-half of the excess funds remaining in the costkecovery pool. 

After reviewing the application and being otherwise sufficiently advised, the 

Commission finds that further proceedings are required and that a procedural schedule 

should be established. The procedural schedule established herein may be modified or 

supplemented at a later date.
